Or so it seemed. 

After a spectacle that dominated cable televi- 
sion and captivated people across the nation, 6- 
year-old Falcon Heene was found safe at his home 
Thursday hiding in a cardboard box in the garage 
rafters. 

Sheriff Jim Alderden turned to reporters during a 
news conference, held his thumbs up and said, “He’s 
at the house.” 

The boy’s brother said he saw Falcon climb into 
the balloon before it took off. Turns out their father 
had scolded him for playing with the balloon, and 
little Falcon went to the garage to hide. 

“He scared me because he yelled at me,” Falcon 
told reporters after the episode was over. “That’s 
why I went in the attic.” 

The discovery marked a bizarre end toa saga that 
started when the giant silvery balloon floated away 
from the family’s yard Thursday morning, sparking a 
frantic rescue operation that involved military heli- 
copters and briefly shut down Denver International 
Airport. 


It wasn’t immediately clear how much the search 
operation cost. Capt. Troy Brown said the Black 
Hawk helicopter was in the air for nearly three 
hours, and the Kiowa helicopter was airborne 
for about one hour. The Black Hawk costs about 
$4,600 an hour to fly, and the Kiowa is $700 an 
hour, Brown said. 


The balloon tipped precariously at times before 
gliding to the ground in a field, the culmination of 
a two-hour, 50-mile journey through two counties 
and over homes and prairies dotted with ponds and 
towering trees. 

With the child nowhere in sight, investigators 
searched the balloon’s path. Several people report- 
ed seeing something fall from the craft while it was 
in the air, and yellow crime-scene tape was placed 
around his house. 

But in the end, the boy apparently never left the 
home. He fled to the rafters after his father, Richard 
Heene, scolded him for getting inside a compart- 
ment on the craft. 

Authorities don’t believe it was a hoax. 

Investigators had searched the house twice, and 
interviewed one of Falcon’s older brothers several 
times, Alderden said. 

Richard Heene adamantly denied the notion 
that the whole thing was a big publicity stunt. 
“That’s horrible after the crap we just went 
through. No.” 


Obama visits New Orleans and rest of Gulf Coast

NEW ORLEANS President Obama defended 
himself Thursday against complaints from 
residents of New Orleans and the rest of 
the Katrina-ravaged Gulf Coast who feel 
recovery help has not come soon enough 
from his administration. 

Making his first stop as president in the 
region devastated by Hurricane Katrina more 
than four years ago, Obama appeared at a 
town hall gathering to hear residents’ concerns 


in person. One man asked why federal damage 
reimbursements are coming so slowly and in 
amounts far less than needed. 

“T expected as much from the Bush adminis- 
tration, but why are we still being nickeled and 
dimed in our recovery?” the man said. 

The president replied that his administration 
was “working as hard as we can, as quickly as 
we can.” 

“T know since a lot of these problems have 
been going on since Katrina, people under- 


standably feel impatient,” Obama said, address- 
ing hundreds of people who won tickets in an 
Internet lottery to attend. “On the other hand, 
a lot of these things are not going to be fixed 
tomorrow.” 

Katrina was a natural disaster that also 
turned into a political one for former President 
George W. Bush. His administration was 
widely criticized for a slow initial response to 
the crisis. Local officials complained that the 
recovery didn’t go much better later on, with 


the Bush administration often refusing to pay 
for work they felt should have qualified for 
federal aid. 

Obama, who once accused Bush of stand- 
ing by “while a major American city drowns,” 
claimed progress since he entered the White 
House in January. 

“I promise you this,” he said. “We will not 
forget about New Orleans. We are going to 
keep on working. We will not forget about the 
Gulf Coast,” Obama said.

ALDERMEN MAKE TRIP TO

8th), chairman of the City Council Transportation Committee. 

“The real-estate transfer tax at this point ceases to exist as a 
source of revenue for anybody,” Allen said, adding that he does 
not expect it to ever generate what was expected before the real- 
estate bubble burst. Sales taxes also have slumped, he added. 

Asaresult, the expected new revenue “is gone. It doesn’t exist 
anymore. It was vaporized, so we need to tell them we need 
something else,” Allen said. 

He said a proposal that fares for CTA train and bus rides be 
increased by 75 cents to $3 is “unacceptable” and suggested the 
state use money set aside for construction to fill the CTA gap 


Recall measure 
moves forward

After months of delay, the Illinois Senate approved legislation 
long coveted by Gov. Quinn that will ask voters if they want the 
ability to recall wayward governors. 

The recall legislation isn’t the version Quinn wanted, but it’s 
the best that could be negotiated among lawmakers as ethics 
reforms were under discussion this year following the impeach- 
ment and ouster of the indicted ex-Goy, Rod Blagojevich. 

Under the measure, voters will be asked on the November 2010 
ballot to approve a constitutional amendment allowing recall. 

If voters approved next year, they would permit Illinois citi- 
zens to launch a petition drive to recall a future governor. But 
several additional hurdles must be cleared, including getting 
authorizing signatures from as many as 10 senators and 20 rep- 
resentatives.

The Regional Transportation Authority on Thursday called for 
state lawmakers to repeal free rides for seniors in light of a 
serious budget crunch.

Repealing the free rides would generate about $37 million in 
new revenue a year, officials said at a board meeting. 

Seniors who would not qualify for the low-income program 
would pay half fares for rides, the same as what they paid 
before the free rides program began last year.

University lecture 
sparks protest

About 150 people from a coalition of Palestinian and 
Muslim organizations protested the University of 
Chicago on Thursday for inviting former Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert to deliver a speech about his 
reflections on peace and his years in power. 

With a dozen police looking on, demonstrators 
waved Palestinian flags and held signs condemning 
Olmert for two bloody conflicts between Israel and 
its Arab neighbors before he left office this year under 
a cloud of corruption allegations. 

‘Twenty-five students were removed from the Mandel 
Hall auditorium, where Olmert spoke Thursday after- 
noon, and one was arrested. About 400 people attend- 
ed the speech, occasionally interrupted by hecklers. 

While some of the protesters called Olmert a “mur- 
derer” and “a baby killer,” others criticized the univer- 
sity for giving Olmert a platform without giving equal 


time to a Palestinian. 

“This is a one-sided conversation,” said Aya Odeh, 
19, a Loyola University student. “I don’t mind listen- 
ing to what he has to say, but if all he has to say is that 
we're wicked people, I refuse to listen to that.” 

University officials defended the invitation to 
Olmert as a matter of free speech, noting that it has 
hosted many guest lecturers of diverse opinions. 

Olmert was brought to Chicago as part of the King 
Abdullah IT Annual Leadership Lecture series at the 
university's Harris School of Public Policy Studies. 
Previous speakers have included the series’ name- 
sake, who is king of Jordan, and Leonel Fernandez, 
the president of the Dominican Republic. 

About half a dozen counter-protestors at the scene 
voiced support for Israel. Some passers-by honked car 
horns and yelled epithets at the anti-Olmert protes- 
tors.

Google ramps up book business 


EA FRANKFURT Google Inc. is launching a 
new online service that will let readers 
buy electronic versions of books and read 
them on such gadgets as cell phones, laptops 
and possibly e-book devices. 

The company said Google Editions marks 
its first effort to earn revenue from its ambi- 
tious Google Books scanning project, which 
attempts to make millions of printed books 
available online. Although the scanning pro- 
gram has faced complaints from authors and 
publishers over copyright, Google Editions 
will cover only books submitted and approved 
by the copyright holders when it launches 
next year.

Electronic books are gaining in popularity, 

led in part by devices like Amazon’s Kindle 

and Sony Corp.’s new Reader Pocket Edition. 
In 2008, U.S. e-book sales totaled 

$113 million—up 68 percent from 2007

ST. LOUIS Conservative radio talk show host 
Rush Limbaugh lashed out at NFL union leader 
DeMaurice Smith, Al Sharpton, Jesse Jackson and 
the media a day after being dropped from a group 
trying to buy the St. Louis Rams. 

On his syndicated show Thursday, Limbaugh 
said he was approached by St. Louis Blues chair- 
man Dave Checketts earlier this year about par- 
ticipating in a Rams bid. Checketts assured him 
his involvement as a minority investor had been 
vetted by the NFL, he said. 

“T said to him at this meeting, Are you aware 
of the firestorm? He said, ‘We wouldn’t have 
approached you if we hadn’t taken care of that,’” 
Limbaugh said. 

Limbaugh added that Checketts had told him 
his involvement had been cleared at the “highest 
levels of the NFL.” 

NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell and Colts 
owner Jim Irsay each expressed misgivings this 
week at a league-wide meeting about Limbaugh’s 
involvement, with Goodell saying Limbaugh had 
made “polarizing” comments and Irsay vowing to 
vote against him. On Wednesday, Checketts said 
Limbaugh had been dropped from the bid. 

During a 15-minute counterattack on his show, 
Limbaugh said he believes he’s been made an exam- 
ple by a players’ union seeking leverage in talks 
over anew collective bargaining agreement. What 
happened to him was an illustration of “Obama’s 
America on full display,” the commentator said.

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New Argentine steakhouse 
Folklore is up for a huge 
night out. Are you?

on'’t take your mother to Folklore 

Argentine Grill. 

Wait—let me explain. It’s not 

that she won’t love the place. Who 
(aside from vegetarians, vegans and the odd 
macrobiotic teetotaler) doesn’t appreciate a 
thick, juicy steak and a robust malbec? It’s just 
that finishing an entire meal is nearly impos- 
sible. Sorry, rule-enforcing moms of the world. 
The quest for a clean plate is a battle that’s 
often lost here. 

Like Tango Sur, the long-run- 
ning and phenomenally popular 
Lakeview steakhouse from the 
same family, 2-week-old Wicker 
Park spot Folklore (which is sure to 
be equally popular—the place was 
packed and operating smoothly just 
days after opening), deals primar- 
ily in generous cuts of meat. The menus at the 
two restaurants are nearly identical with portion 
sizes in the XLand XXLrange across the board. 

That means when you order el filet ($24), free-

range filet mignon drizzled with rich red wine- 
onion sauce, you get not one but two 8-ounce 
cuts of filet, with a heap of bright green spinach 
mashed potatoes on the side for good measure. 
And when you request lomo relleno ($36)—a 
serious undertaking that should be attempted 
only by two people, as the menu advises —what 
arrives is a half-slab of filet mignon, presented 
ona miniature grill with a thick-handled steak 
knife to tame the thing. Don’t be intimidated. 
The huge cut of beef, sliced open and filled 
with a sauce of chimichurri and ham juice, then 
doused in an earthy marsala wine sauce with 
thick slices of portobello mushrooms, is so ten- 
der a table knife would suffice. Of course, that 
wouldn’t make for such dramatic presentation. 

The real head-turner, however, is the 
Argentine parrillada, available for one ($19) 
or two ($31). Also served on a tabletop grill (in 
part, we have to assume, because it won't fit 
ona standard plate), this embarrassment of 
grilled meats and sausages includes short ribs, 
flap meat, crispy sweetbreads, fragrant chorizo 
and some of the smoothest, sweetest morcilla 
(blood sausage) we've ever had. 

Alone, any of Folklore’s entrees might be 
surmountable. But you can't come here and 
not order empanadas, flaky hand-formed pas- 
tries filled with ground beef, chicken, corn and 


cheese, spinach and cheese or ham and cheese. 
The crumbly seasoned ground beef and gooey 
ham and cheese are the best of the bunch, but 
since they’re $2 a piece, you might as well sam- 
ple them all. And of course you'll want wine. 
Unlike its BYOB cousin Tango Sur, Folklore 
has a liquor license and makes the most of it 
with a very affordable bottle list with selections 
from Argentina, Chile and Spain. 

Speaking of booze, be sure to factor in room 
for at least one cocktail from the Latin-inspired 
list (mojitos, caipirinhas and the like, as well as 
house creations such as the mango picado, a 
spiced-up version of a mango margarita) while 
you're waiting for a table, because even witha 
reservation, waits aren’t uncommon. The com-

bination of value, quality, later-than-usual hours 
and a prime Division Street location has drawn 
a lively crowd since opening night. 

By the time your server returns to tempt 
you with a dessert tray that might include flan, 
alfajores (dulce de leche-filled cookies) and 
Argentine-style mille-feuille cake, you might be 
ready to admit defeat. Though we can’t advise 
giving up now— especially with desserts priced 
at a reasonable $5— nobody, not even your 
mom, could possibly hold it against you if you 
do. Besides, when the check finally arrives, it’s 
impossible not to feel like a victor.

RedEye talks 
to the brains 
behind new film 


Writer-director Spike Jonze and stars Max Records and Catherine 


Keener struggle to summarize—in five words or less— the experi- 
ence of adapting Maurice Sendak’s “Where the Wild Things Are” for 
the big screen. Finally, 12-year-old Records finds the answer, counting 
the words on his hand as he speaks: “Let. The. Wild. Rumpus. Start.” 


That phrase, recognizable for anyone who grew up with the clas- 


sic book about a kid named Max and the fantasy world to which he 


escapes, may be the only appropriate way to describe a production 


that involved so much baggage —and fun. RedEye chatted with the 


director, Records and Keener, who plays Max’s mother, during a 


Chicago press stop. 


What should happen in an ideal wild 
rumpus? 

Spike Jonze: If it’s a successful rumpus, 
you're going to come out of it with a 
couple broken arms ... 

Catherine Keener: A chipped tooth. 

SJ: Yeah, a chipped tooth. Your stomach 
hurts from laughing so much. 

Max Records: And there’s a fire. And 
bears. 

SJ: There’s a fire, a wake of destruction 
behind you, and bears sleeping and 
laughing and telling you to come again 
soon. 

CK: After a nap, you want to go right 
back and do it again. 

MR: This is how we shot “Where the 
Wild Things Are.” 


With lots of bears? 
SJ: If we needed them, they were on 
call. 

MR: “And there will be bears, and we 
would have fish, and we would sleep 
with the fish in our beds .. 
stuff up on the spot. 


.” We'd make* 


And wake up the next morning like, 
“What happened last night? What were 
we talking about?!” 

CK: We had hangovers from fun. It was 
hangovers from craziness. Then we'd go 
do it again. 


How worried were you about messing 
up aclassic book? 

SJ: I think I was really worried about it 
up front when I first started working 
on the script. But Maurice was so ada- 
mant to take the book and make it our 
own and make something personal. He 
was so forceful in that, [about making} 
something that was honest and wasn’t 


precious about the book and didn’t pan- 
der to kids. 
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Where the Wild Things Are (PG) 
Being a kid is scary and 
exciting and frustrating 
and confusing and fun. 
Spike Jonze’s highly 
anticipated adaptation 
of Maurice Sendak’s 
beloved book taps into all of these feelings, 
maybe as well as any movie you’ve ever seen 
about childhood. It’s a bold film, so strange and 
resistant to the usual traps of a kids’ movie that 
I'd be surprised if many kids enjoy it at all. 
For everyone else, there’s plenty to be 
taken from the allegory of Max (a very good 
Max Records), a young kid who escapes 
to a fantasy world where he’s the king, 
commanding a group of feuding beasts 
(voiced by James Gandolfini, Chris Cooper, 
Catherine O’Hara and more). The wild things 
represent the emotional seesaws of Max’s 
troubled family life, finding both safety and 
struggle in numbers. The story of a lonely kid 
quickly becomes a challenging journey into 
the mind of a boy who no longer feels loved. 
It’s a funny, weird, powerful fantasy. This is an 


unbelievable achievement and a new classic.

Spike, you and Catherine spent a little time in 
the wild things’ costumes. What was it like? 
CK: It was amazing. When I got into one of 
the costumes, we were trying to figure out 
how much movement [and] physicality those 
costumes could give. 

SJ: They evolved a lot. Early on we just put 
Keener in one to see what its limitations were, 
and we were looking for these performances 
that were very underplayed and subtle and 
internal and nuanced and not the way some-

times puppetry or animation can be where it’s 
all like, “HEY, HOW ARE YOU DOING?!” 
and over-articulated and over the top. 

CK: It was an interesting journey to find out to 
how little or how much you could do. 

SJ: When we first got to Australia, we pulled 
the suits out. The whole movie was a dichoto- 
my: really fun and really exhausting and stress- 
ful.

Blast from the past 


Before LeBron James became an NBA All-star 
and Olympic gold medalist and began mak- 
ing more money in 10 minutes than you make 
all year, he was a highly recruited phenom at 
Akron’s St. Vincent-St. Mary High School.

Dylan Walsh and Penn Badgley both worried 
about remaking “The Stepfather,” but both 
actors thought it would be a nice break from 
their TV day jobs.

Despite how obvious the plot is, Badgley 
says that just because you've seen the original, a 
sleeper hit film of 1987, doesn’t mean you know 
everything that happens. 

“The fact that it’s a remake is pretty much 
where the similarities start and stop,” Badgley 
told RedEye recently. “First off, my charac- 
ter was a girl {in the original], OK? And they 
changed that in order to make it more of a 
battle between adversaries, as opposed to like 
a predatory kind of thing. 

“That gives it an entirely new dynamic.” 

That dynamic, both actors say, makes the new 
film more psychological thriller than slasher 
flick. When David seems too accommodating 
and friendly, Michael grows suspicious, causing 
a battle of wills that gave both actors a chance 
to escape their “good-guy” TV roles.

Walsh welcomed the chance to show the flip 
side of his TV character, the “nice” Dr. Sean 
McNamara in FX’s farcical plastic surgery 
series “Nip/Tuck.” 

“Tn a single take, I could go from Mr. Nice 
Guy and then this darkness comes over my 
face,” he said in a separate interview. “It’s great 
fun. But it’s not something you laugh at. I find 
that in these kind of thrillers, the good ones, are 
a millimeter away from being laughable. There 
is a thin line.” 

There was definitely one big difference between 
Sean and David: the knives they choose. 

“They get bigger from surgeon to killer,” 
Walsh said, laughing. “David Harris has a com- 
pletely different idea about what to do with 
those knives.” 

For Badgley, whose “Gossip Girl” character, 
Dan Humphrey, is “always running his mouth,” 
playing Michael gave him the opportunity to 
explore a more physical and less talkative role. 

“Twas doing alot of stuff like just push ups and 
screaming and holding my breath in between 
takes,” he said. “I would just be exhausted and 
like my heart would be pounding and my adrena- 
lin going. ... People kind of, I think, roll their eyes 
at some genre films and the people in them, but 
to make it real was difficult thing.” 

Both actors say that despite the more psy- 
chological aspects of the new film, theater- 
goers who want blood and guts are going to be 
happy too. 

“We tried to give it some sort of truth,” Walsh 
said. “But listen, sooner or later it kicks in to 
what the genre is, and it'll be very familiar to 
you. In good ways, I think it’s fun. It was meant 
to be entertaining. I don’t want people to get 
the wrong idea and think that this is some kind 
of study about a killer’s mind.”

Monty Python’s bright— 
and very silly—side of life

Those who can hum “The Lumberjack Song,” 
recite every syllable of the “Dead Parrot” sketch 
and qualify as honorary members of the Ministry 
of Silly Walks will need little arm-twisting when 
it comes to investing time in “Monty Python: 
Almost the Truth (the Lawyer’s Cut).” 

But younger viewers —the ones who define 
classic comedy as early Jim Carrey flicks —also 
will be treated to something completely famil- 
iar: absurdist theater that sends up anything 
and everything reeking of authority. 

If the six Monty Python members had prac- 
ticed their silly skills a few decades later, they'd 
probably be living in “South Park.” 

Instead, they conquered the early ’70s with a 
breakthrough TV series, followed by a series of 
films, including “Monty Python and the Holy 
Grail” and “The Life of Brian,” all a brilliant 
combination of juvenile tomfoolery and sophis- 
ticated wit that still holds up today. 

But the six-hour extravaganza continually 
reminds us that grand silliness is serious busi- 
ness. The doc airs at 8 p.m. Sunday through 
Oct. 23 on IFC, while the original Python 
series and films will air late-night throughout 
the week. 

Putting the mini-series together was a labor 
of love as well as persistence for Bill Jones, the 
son of Python Terry Jones, and his childhood 
chum, Ben Timlett. 

First order of business: enlisting the five sur- 


viving Pythons: Terry Jones, John Cleese, Eric 
Idle, Michael Palin and Terry Gilliam. (Its sixth 
member, the late Graham Chapman, is seen in 
archived interviews.) 

“Tt took a while to convince them,” Bill Jones 
said. “Getting them all to agree on something 
is very difficult.” 

He said the recruiting process began more than 
two years ago, “and by the time they came on 
board, it was just nine months before delivery.” 

Among the Pythons, Terry Jones can be conve- 
niently singled out as the explosive Mr. Creosote 
in “Monty Python’s Meaning of Life” and as the 
co-director, with Terry Gilliam, of “Holy Grail.” 

“The whole idea of Python was to be totally 
unpredictable,” Terry Jones said when asked to 
summarize the troupe’s de facto mission state- 
ment. “We were trying to be undefinable.” 

Indefinable? Too bad. “Pythonesque” is now 
defined in the Oxford English Dictionary. 

But en route to inventing that ineffable qual- 
ity, the Pythons traveled a sometimes chaotic 
path. Six erudite, irreverent and willful chaps 
were destined to butt heads, and the documen- 
tary is particularly fascinating as it charts their 
fractious creative process. 

“How the hell did they keep working togeth- 
er?” Timlett said. “It does seem a bit strange.” 

“It’s not strange,” Jones replied, “because 
they absolutely love arguing. It kept them inter- 
ested in working together. They loved getting it 
all out.” AP, MCT CONTRIBUTED.
